Mikolajczyk, the Polish opposition 
leader who fled from Warsaw two 
weeks ago, has made his way to 
Britain-by plane, a Foreign Office 
official notified a cherring House 
of Commons today. The British 
government ,has promised Mikola- 
jczyk sanctuary. 
Christopher Mayhcw, Undersec- 
retary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, said the' plane carrying the 
46-year-old leader of the Polish 
Peasant party had landed at Mans- 
ion airfield, southeast of London 
in Kent county. 
There was no immediate indica- 
tion as to the nationality or the 
type of. aircraft in which Mikolaj- 
czyk arived - in Britain.

Mikolajczyk, the Polish opposition 
leader who fled from Warsaw two 
weeks ago, has made his way to 
Britain-by plane, a Foreign Office 
official notified a cherring House 
of Commons today. The British 
government ,has promised Mikola- 
jczyk sanctuary. 
Christopher Mayhcw, Undersec- 
retary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, said the' plane carrying the 
46-year-old leader of the Polish 
Peasant party had landed at Mans- 
ion airfield, southeast of London 
in Kent county. 
There was no immediate indica- 
tion as to the nationality or the 
type of. aircraft in which Mikolaj- 
czyk arived - in Britain. 
Mikblajczyk's 
whereabouts had 


remained a mystery until today. 
Apparently he fled Poland in fear 
of his life.

Mikolajczyk, the Polish opposition 
leader who fled from Warsaw two 
weeks ago, has made his way to 
Britain-by plane, a Foreign Office 
official notified a cherring House 
of Commons today. The British 
government ,has promised Mikola- 
jczyk sanctuary. 
Christopher Mayhcw, Undersec- 
retary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, said the' plane carrying the 
46-year-old leader of the Polish 
Peasant party had landed at Mans- 
ion airfield, southeast of London 
in Kent county. 
There was no immediate indica- 
tion as to the nationality or the 
type of. aircraft in which Mikolaj- 
czyk arived - in Britain. 
Mikblajczyk's 
whereabouts had 


remained a mystery until today. 
Apparently he fled Poland in fear 
of his life. Since his departure from 
his homeland with a party of seven 
friends his Polish Peasant, parly 
has been remodeled along lines fa- 
vorable to Poland's Communist led 
government.

London, 
Nov. 3—(/P)—Stanislaw 
Mikolajczyk, the Polish opposition 
leader who fled from Warsaw two 
weeks ago, has made his way to 
Britain-by plane, a Foreign Office 
official notified a cherring House 
of Commons today. The British 
government ,has promised Mikola- 
jczyk sanctuary. 
Christopher Mayhcw, Undersec- 
retary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, said the' plane carrying the 
46-year-old leader of the Polish 
Peasant party had landed at Mans- 
ion airfield, southeast of London 
in Kent county. 
There was no immediate indica- 
tion as to the nationality or the 
type of. aircraft in which Mikolaj- 
czyk arived - in Britain. 
Mikblajczyk's 
whereabouts had 


remained a mystery until today. 
Apparently he fled Poland in fear 
of his life. Since his departure from 
his homeland with a party of seven 
friends his Polish Peasant, parly 
has been remodeled along lines fa- 
vorable to Poland's Communist led 
government.

Mikolajczyk, the Polish opposition 
leader who fled from Warsaw two 
weeks ago, has made his way to 
Britain-by plane, a Foreign Office 
official notified a cherring House 
of Commons today. The British 
government ,has promised Mikola- 
jczyk sanctuary. 
Christopher Mayhcw, Undersec- 
retary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, said the' plane carrying the 
46-year-old leader of the Polish 
Peasant party had landed at Mans- 
ion airfield, southeast of London 
in Kent county. 
There was no immediate indica- 
tion as to the nationality or the 
type of. aircraft in which Mikolaj- 
czyk arived - in Britain. 
Mikblajczyk's 
whereabouts had 


remained a mystery until today. 
Apparently he fled Poland in fear 
of his life. Since his departure from 
his homeland with a party of seven 
friends his Polish Peasant, parly 
has been remodeled along lines fa- 
vorable to Poland's Communist led 
government.
